FINAL DAY OF SKI MEET 
GOES TO RED AND WHiTE 

McGill Team Captured Nearly all Points in Second Day, 
But Fail to Overcome Lead of Dartmouth by 4 1-2 
Points — Return Series Here to Decide Championship. 



In spite of the 23 1-2 to 8 lead ob- 
tained by Dartmouth m the first day's 
events, an almost sweeping victory on 
Saturday for McGill balanced the final 
score for the first round of 1he East- 
ern Intercollegiate Ski Association Meet 
to 281-2 for Dartmouth and 24 for Mc- 
Gill. New Hampshire State College ran 
third whh 9 points, Middlebury netted 
1 point and Mass. Tech. 1-2 point. The 
ultimate title will be decided next week- 
end, when the second round of the meet 
will be run off at McGill, the points 
obtained at the two respective meets 
being totalled to determine the Asso- 
ciation Winner. 

After Friday's triumph for the Dart- 
mouth Green, the McGill team praclic 
aHy turned the tables and began to reap 
honours for the Red and White. Event 
ntimber one on Saturday's programme 
was lire Ski Proficiency Contest. Des 
pîte 3 large field of contestants, and 
\vitf» snow conditiions fiar from ideal, 
Sherrard, Sri. '23 went through tlii 
various turns with remarkable consisten- 
cy and peerless style, winning the event 
with 111 points. Gravel, Sci. '24, was 
adjudged second honours, with 107 
points, while Leslie, Sci. '24 and Whitt- 
all, Sci. *25 tied for third place with 
106 points. The absolute win brought 
the McGill total up to 17 points.. 

Thereafter came the Intercollegiate 
Ski Retry. Unlike that of other years, 
when the race has been a short one, with 
four runners going back and forth over 
a straight course, Dartmoutii initiated 
a circular track, involving a quarter- 
mile dasb for each of the four runners, 
and alternate runners going almost en- 
tirely up-hill. New Hamp. State, M.I.T., 
and Vermont did no tenter this event, 
hence it devolved into a itriparte contest 
between Wartmoutli, Middlebury and 
McGiùl. Ounce gave Dartmouth the in-, 
■tier track, with a f airly- well-beaten lane, 
and McGill and Middlcbury the less 
preferable and Ireavicr outer courses. As 
first man for McGill, Starke, Comm. 
"24 gave Edson of Dartmouth a heart- 




breaking race. It was all up-hill going 
.'or the full <niartcr-milc and was rather 
an endurance contest than a ski relay, 
'.fostly by reason of his good fortune 
in having the inner track, Edson finish- 
ed out a few feet ahead of Starke. 
Wade, Med. '25, chased Forbush of Dart- 
mouth down-hill for the second quarter, 
widi Middlebury far m the rear, Mack- 
laier, Law '23 and Mann fought it out 
on the uphill grind for the third quart- 
er, the Green still ahead by a six-foot 
cad. Whittall and Bowler finished K 
lown-hill, the latter with his inimitable 
style crossing the tape as winner for the 
Green. 

Four thousand carnival girls and Dart- 
nouth students attended the third event 
— the Ski Jumping from the 110-foot 
steel jump. In practice jumps before the 
meet several McGill men had exceeded 
the old record of 109 feet on the jump. 
A complete smashing pf the record was 
contemplated and biting north-west wind 
sprung up for the occasion. This min- 
iature gale was directly against the take- 
off, the result being that every jump was 
discounted from ten to twenty-five feet, 
Gravel started the day with what prov- 
ed to be the longest jump of the after- 
noon, 112 feet, but the difficult weather 
conditions brought about a fall. Michel- 
son of New Hampshire State College 
carried the event with 18.18 points. Wait, 
Comm. 25 won second place for McGill 
with 17.57 points, while Whittall placed 
bird with 17.51. Frost of Dartmouth 
followed in fourth place, with Gravel in 
fifth. In addition to making the long- 
est jump, Gravel had the honour of mak- 
ing the longest standing jump of 101 
feet. 

In the Ski Obstacle Race Edson of 
Dartmouth won from Starke of McGill. 
As Edson was one of Starke's rivals in 
the final of the Ski Dash on Friday, they 
fought it out once again in the obstacle 
to a hard dual battle. Anderson, Law 
'24 won the Snowshoc Obstacle race from 
Grow, of Middlebury and Doe of Dart- 
mouth.

There are eighteen resident fellowships 
of the value of eight hundred ami ten 
dollars each which arc awarded in 
Greek, Latin, English, Romance Lang- 
uages, Semitic languages ;uid Bibical 
Literature, History, Philosophy, Psychol- 
ogy, Education, Archaeology, History 
of Art, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry. 
Geology, and Biology, the Justus C. 
Strawbridge Fellowship in Economies 
and Politics, and two Memorial Fel- 
lowships in Social Economy and Social 
Research. These arc open to graduates 
who have completed at loast one year of 
graduate work. 

The Helen Schacffcr Huff. Memorial 
Research Fellowship of the value of 
twvlve hundred dollars is awarded to a 
student pursuing advanced work in 
Physics or Chemistry to be held during 
prie year's work at Bryn Maur. Ap- 
plicants must have shown ability h their 
work and must have in outline or actually 
in hand some definite piece of research 
work. 

The Susan Anthony Memorial Schol- 
arship in Social Economy and Social 
Research or in Politics, of the value of 
five hundred and fifty dollars, is open 
to student wishing to devote herself to 
studies dealing with 'the potion of 
women in politics and industry. 

A Fcllowshp in Social Economy in 
preparation for Industrial Relation of 
the value of eight hundred and ten dol- 
lars to awarded to a candidate who has 
completed at least one year of graduate 
work. 

Nine graduate scholarships arc open 
to European women of the value of seven 
hundred and twenty dollars, thereof 
which are available to British women 
and three to French women students. 

Three European Travelling Scholar 
ships of the value of five hundred dol- 
lars are awarded to past students of 
Brjm M our.

The 
former arc fully determined to loy- 
ally and enthusiastically support the 
Premier, who is our choice, against 
our common enemy, the high tones, 
whose reactionary tendencies arc po- 
tentially a dangerous menace to the 
iberty of the students." 

Concerning his retiring chief, 
Gaboury said: "Barrc is setting out 
for Hcllofaland on a honeymoon. I'm 
not divulging whose." 

Hon. 12, C. Amaron, former Pro- 
gressive Minister of Finance, stated 
last night: "The Progressives to a 
man arc ready to work with the Con- 
stitutionalists. The two parties have 
everything in common. Wc, as well 
as the country, have a common enemy 
in Conservatism." 

Prime Minister R. K. Jones, de- 
clared to a Daily reporter that plans 
were being actively pushed forward to 
r.ish through much important legisla- 
t.ou in the last session. "The issue is 
clear-cut," he said. "The Conserva- 
tives, as I sec their attitude, want to 
eliminate humor from the proceed- 
ings of Parliament. Wc think that it 
is essential to retain an element of hu- 
mor. The Government is uniticdly de- 
termined on this point."

Choosing as the subject of his address 
the vital question, "What is the Good 
of Religion?", Dr. Herbert Gray deliv- 
ered a masterful and inspiring message 
to the large student audience gathered 
in the Union yesterday morning. He 
used no text, although quoting the 
Bible several times and his words arc 
better termed an address than a ser- 
mon. Dr. Gray, in showing the im- 
perative need of religion, divided his 
address into three parts : — world con- 
ditions moral impotence, and lastly, tcro- 
al dissatisfacton with earthly Mings. 

A number of the men and women 
present had the privilege of hearing Dr. 
Gray at the Toronto Students' Confer- 
ence and were delighted to again listen 
to the great Scottish leader. Those who 
had not hdard him licfartj teït tlic 
Union taking with them a great message. 

The service was conducted by tlw Rev. 
Piincipa)! James Smyth of the Wcslcyati 
College, who lead in prayer after the 
singing of "Hail Alma Mater" at the 
commencement of the service. The Pres- 
byterian College orchestra, augmented 
with several other musicians, played the 
hymns in an effective manner, and the 
audience sang very hcarlhly. A:i;.'r the 
hymn, "Û Worship the King, all glorious 
above", Sir Arthur Currie read the 
Scripture lessiou, St. Matthew 1U, ver- 
ses 26 to the end of the chapter, which 
was followed by "O Love that wilt not 
let me go." The offertory and an- 
nouncements were preceded by prayer by 
Dr. Gray. Prior ..to the taking up -)l 
the collection, Mr. J .G. McKay sopke 
a few words, introducing Dr. Gray to 
those who had not already made his ac- 
quaintance. He mentioned the other 
limes Dr. Gray would speak during his 
visit to McGill, and expressed the views 
of everyone present when he declared 
how fortunate McGill was to hear such 
an outstanding leader in the student 
world. The orchestra rendered a select- 
ion during the offertory, which was fol- 
lowed by "Faith of our fathers." 

Comcncing his address, Dr. Gray said 
that he had come to ask the great quest- 
ion, "What is the Good of Religion?" 
which was very vital, fundamental and 
inevitable to students, to graduates, and 
to all mankind. He said that he quite 
understood the viewpoint of the people 
who thought that religion was vague and 
abstract, and that housing, food, cloth- 
ing, and in Canada, heat, and perhaps 
also know ledge were the only requisites. 
"Bui the things which really matter are 
not the obvious thing.-,. Such essentials 
as honour, truth, patriotism nnd love 
arc not to be found on the surface," he 
declared. Dr. Gray said that mere dog- 
matism, and emotion would not bring 
about a new spirit which would induce 
men and women to refashion their lives 
on a truly Christian basis. 

The speaker said that ho would at- 
tempt to answer the question, "What is

PACKAGE 
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GRADUATES AND RE-UNIONS. 

No university with any concern for its future can fail to real- 
ise the importance of maintaining in the ranks of its graduate body 
a deep sense of loyalty to the Alma Mater. 

Every move, making for the progress of a privately-endowed 
institution, if not always directly stimulated by the alumni, is at 
least dependent in great measure for success on their support. Build- 
ing programmes, plans for adding capable men to their staff — these 
and other projects cannot be entertained unless behind them stands 
the graduabc: enthusiastic, energetic and keenly concerned with 
the destinies of his college. 

What steps arc being taken by McGill to ensure such co-opera- 
tion? The Graduate Societies which have sprung up during the 
last few years in all the larger cities of Canada and the United 
States where a sufficient number of. graduates reside, arc achieving 
valuable results in this regard. Their function is of importance not 
to be underestimated; and their continual multiplication through- 
out the length and breadth of the continent is indeed encouraging. 
But his is not enough to effect the desired result. A great deal yet 
remains to be done. Other colleges 'have Graduate Societies, too. 
But their .efforts in keeping strong the tics between the alumni and 
the Alma Mater go farther. There is such an institution, for in- 
stance, as "Home-coming Week" — a week in every year during 
which the graduates flock back to the Campus from the various 
parts of the country. "Get-together" reunion functions of all de- 
scriptions take place during the week, topped off usually by an im- 
portant football game between traditional rirais. The whole in 
general follows closely, but on a smaller scale, of course, the plan of 
the Centennial Reunion 'held here in 1921 — but this every year. No 
surer method could possibly be devised of keeping alive the stead- 
fast devotion towards the university, engendered in undergraduate 
days. This was clearly demonstrated in the show of spirit mani- 
fested during the Reunion. 

As an innovation, an annual graduate's reunion, let us say, at 
the time of the McGill — 'Varsity football game, has certainly much 
to recommend it. The great success with which this idea has met 
at other universities is undeniably a convincing argument in favour 
of its consideration here. Whether the initiative should be assum- 
ed by the graduates or by the student body is not a matter of vast 
• importance; it would seem, in fact, that close co-operation in this 
connection would be most efficacious. Let the idea once be taken 
up and the institution of it will follow surely without any great dif- 
ficulty being encountered. 

The Centennial celebration gave ample prppfof the loyalty of 
thé-' sons of McGill ; efforts to maintain this'^spkndid ' devotion 
should be commensurate with its very obvious value.

Has-the ability to stay in college ami 
pass the required number of hours work 
degenerated into the "art" of out-gues- 
sing the instructor? Judging from tiie 
way some of the students prepare for 
their lessons and their exams :l woutd 
seem that they arc pretty keen students 
of psychology and human nature.

then he is the loser. Students are not 
superhuman and they arc not at all add-

will ferret out all the facts of the course 
if it is not required. There arc too many 
other things to distract a student's at- 
tention for him to pore over his books 
A'lien he thinks it isn't necessary. 

So the fact that he is Ihe only loser 
Iocs not justify the condition nor docs 
.t prove that it is all his fault. An iu- 
i'tructor that allows himself lo be out. 
vitted by his students by conduction his 
laity classes in the same regular order, 
by using the sains assignments and 
leustions for the course year after year 
is not only permitting it but is encour- 
aging it. In courses where memory 
vork only is desired, it would make little 
difference but to see students dragging 
out the questions that were used for 
everal years back on the same examin- 
ation is almost disgusting,. The course 
should be studied for what good can be 
jhtained from it and not simply lo get a 
good grade. Freak and catch questions 
in: sometimes rcsorled to in order to 
ret away from this situation, but this 
only aggravates it as that only adds zest 
to the guessing, making it a keener cont- 
tsl, and with the lose* always disgumt- 
led. Variation in the courses can be ob- 
tained by the instructor without this form 
of questioning, so llic'studont wil be in- 
terested in his courscNrnd will not be 
able lo tell beforehand what Ihe questions 
will be with any degree of certainty. — 
Perdue Exponent.

What are the fundamentals that \\c 
may take fur granted? 1 will give you 
my answer. I/o answer this for your- 
self one does not have to be a scholar, 
a mathematician, or a physicist, but 
one has to be honest with oneself. 
Will Christianity stand? and what is a 
Christian? are questions often fired at 
us. What are our answers? To my 
mind a Christian is a disciple of Jesus 
Christ, that is be is a pupil of one of 
the greatest moral teachers who ever 
lived. One must also be loyal to 
Jesus and Jesus' teachings to be 
Christian. A Christian is a learner and 
a follower of Jcsii.-. Another question 
is, "Are the records of Jesus aecur- 
rate:" In spite of a great controversy 
that has waged over this question, both 
extremists and orthodox have, agreed, 
on this question, lo a compromise. All 
competent scholars agree lo the au- 
thenticity oi the first three gospels as 
historical records of Jesus' life and 
character — the most up-to-date mod- 
ern summary of criticism is to be ob- 
tained in Pique's First Volume of "The 
Commentary of the Bible." To put in 
a few words the best rule for reading 
ihc Uiblc is: TruM what needs to be 
trusted. 'l'Ile questions relating to the 
itirth and JJealli of Jesus are impor- 
tant, but not vitally essential. Only 
Ms leaching i> fundamental, Jesus 
'.caching i- my religion. 

'••low do I Know if Jesus' leaching ir. 
trustworthy? Itecause the Bible says 
^o is no answer to this question, for 
on what foundation can we assert that 
'he Bible is reliable? Because tin 
:hurch say? so is no! an answer either 
What church are we to trust? This 
raises a big question. What absolute 
"dthurily can we obtain: To obtain an 
ibsolute authority even if it i> the 
church or the Bible or some person 
Requires as much original thinking as 
to arrive at the cocnliision yourself. 
Cardinal Newman did- more thinking 
before In- look the step be took in ac- 
knowledging Rome as an authority 
than many men do in arriving at 
their own conclusion in such matters 
as were in debate in bis mind. Are 
we to accept the miracles of Jesus 
as authority? No. lint if Jesus was 
nul a good man he cannot be taken 
as trustworthy, Iml herein we believe 
that he was a good man. It is my 
personal conviction that he was a good 
man, and this is the answer. You 
have to accept your own personal 
judgment in no matter what way you 
ground your faith.

Dear Sir: — Suppose vi beautiful fairy 
were to ask the students of the School 
of Commerce to express a-jvish and that 
it Would be granted; I have no doubt the 
unanimous reply would be: "Let Com- 
merce become a Faculty." 

Let us examine into the reasons which 
Would induce them to prefer this wish 
above ail others. 

Commerce from a mere insignificcnl 
lepartment has grown to an important 
chool, and in this growth she lias out- 
. tripped older ami mon: firauly estab- 
lished faculties. But in spite of this ap- 
parent expansion, it has not been as rapid 
or important as should be expected, con- 
iidering both the size ami importance 
if similar schools ill the C. S. Why is 
his so? 

There are, I believe, two reasons for 
.his., First the lack of publicity; scrond 
perhaps the most important, and which 
may have a direct bearing on the first, 
the general make up of the school, 
refer to its dependent position as part 
of the Faculty of Arts, ami its consequent 
rather weak curriculum. 1 1 Commerce 
is to be more progressive these defects 
must lie eliminated. There seems but 
mt way to do so: Commcrccc must be- 
•ome a faculty. 

It is difficult for us. in Commerce, lo 
understand why the school cannot get 
this status. We have in this University 
faculties laving smaller registrations, 
and one which is even composed mostly 
)f partiais. We have even other schools 
and Departments which enjoy greater 
independence than Commerce. There 
ate supposed lo be some financial dif- 
ficulté sin the way. True. But is il 
not al all possible that some arrange- 
ments could be made? I have said 'fac- 
ulty, but faculty or school, the name 
lignifies little. What is wanted is great- 
er independence. That is all. 

Now there is that curriculum. We are 
supposed to get from it a commercial, 
and a fair academic, education. The 
trouble is that we got too much of the 
academic and not enough of the Com- 
mercial. This, I suppose is due 1o the 
influence of our faculty, namely, Arts. 
What we need is that more commercial 
subjects be introduced into the curricu 
hmi. 

I do not suggest thai we adopt the 
iamc plans as followed by most schools 
of Commerce in the U.S. where the 
courses arc loo highly 'little or no em- 
phasis is put on the academic side. Il 
il a wrong policy. But if both branches 
of the course are to be carried on ef 
feciivcly it is absolutely essential that 
jue more year be added. This seems 
necessary so that the subjects may be 
studied more fully, that more subjects 
may be taken tin, and in general that wc 
may eel a greater satisfaction out of the 
ourse. 

Al the beginning of the session certain 
innges were made, in Arts. Commerce, 
being a purl of Arts, came in for the 
amc changes. Arts has the ihrcc hour 
period for a subject; therefore Com- 
merce must have the same. Arts has 
■iftecn hours a wrek : therefore : Com- 
îeree must have the same. Bui is llicre 
a slight possibility thai there ron- 
!ition> are not as suitable lor Com- 
merce as for Arts? Is i; not at all 
•lossible lhal two and four hour periods 
•i.t week, that eighteen or Iwculy hours 
light be. bcttir? 
1 Know thai there are some in Com- 
ner'cc who are nol loo pleased with the 
•ourse. 1 understand that Commerce is 
oinetimcs characterised, both in College, 
ml, what is worse, outside of college, 
■s a "cinch" of a course. I low h ue 
'!ii-. is I hesitate to say. But there is 
only one way lo dissipate the rumour, 
and that is by rectifying the cans.-. And 
there seems to be only one way lo do 



the budding polit- 
ician who is so deeply interested in sue- 
cess of the "Mock Parliament"'; and 
win does lie consider that the Third 
Session of the same is of more im- 
portance than the Annual Inspection of 
lie C.O.T.C.? 

1 would like to offer him a suggestion, 
and as lie saw fit to with-boUl his 
name. 1 can only do so through the 
medium of this column, My suggestion 
i. (his, thrit in future he should direct 
any complaints to the proper authorities, 
and llirough the official channels, instead 
(if imposing his grievances upon the 
Student Body as a whole: for instance, 
lu- might have tendered his complaint to 
the Officer Commanding through the 
medium of the Orderly Room. 

I think, however, that he might be con- 
gratulated on the frankness and candour 
with which In- selected the very ap- 
propriate nom de plume of "A Poor 
Private". 

I consider, sir, that the infamous sug- 
gestion "that the Committee on Sched- 
ules refuse the C.O.T.C. the use of the 
Daily for publication of Contingent Or- 
ders in future as a result of this flagrant 
disregard of the rule laid down by that 
committee" is a gross piece of imper- 
tinence.

Teachers, like ministers, are 
still forced to live well on the same 
annual pay as grocerynien and expert 
automobile mechanics, and it is only 
when such men as Rockefeller takr. 
pity on them and give bequests that 
t'iey "get a raise." Perhaps it is for 
I lis reason that, of the '"8 positions 
sis teachers in private schools offered 
t » I harvard graduates during the year 
1921-1922, less than 35 were filled. 

A circular letter sent out by the 
University Appointment 
members of th 
"men who have 
interests, and scholarship enough to 
warrant them in undertaking to teach 
others, to consult the Office." There 
i a constant demand for college gradu-

STIRRING ADDRESS 

BY GREAT LEADER 

(Continued from Page Otic) 
the Good of Religion" by dividing bis 
address into Ihrcc parts. He first gave 
a very vivid account of the terrible 
world conditions prevailing today. "This 
is one of the saddest, one of die most 
tragic, and one of the most ominous pe- 
riods -in history, and it may he likened 
to tin: decline of the Roman Empire. Last 
year more people died in Europe from 
unnatural causes than in any year of the 
war. The statesmen and financiers of 
Europe arc helpless, not knowing which 
way to turn. Thousands of the acad- 
emic class are quite destitute, devoid of 
any means of carrying on their college 
careers. It looks as if the European 
states will tear each olhcr to pieces like 
a lot of wolves. What is the cause of 
this awful calamity to mankind ? It 'is 
because wc deliberately excluded God 
from our lives. In commerce. Political 
Economy was deemed sufficient to set- 
tic all dif ficulties. Political Science was 
thought to govern all political matters. 
All reference to God was excluded, ex- 
cept in private life, and on Sunday. In 
a time of immense w«tlth, wc were Sur- 
rounded by poverty rend horrible slums." 
At this point , Dr. Gray made mention 
of Kipling's gncal hymn, "Lest We For- 
get", declaring that Europe did forget, 
and the biulding of navies, increase of 
armies, and exploitation by capitalism had 
very nearly destroyed everything called 
civilisation. 

"There has been no common bond of 
authority among the European peoples," 
he declared, "who have continued to quar- 
rel, fight and strive >to increase their 
power at the expense of others; There 
can never be any way out of H until 
mankind has some common moral stan- 
dard, a commond bond of faith. The 
continuance of present conditions means 
ultimate decay. Do you still trek what 
is ibc good of religion? Il is the fund- 
amental condition by which alone this 
stricken world can be saved. It is 
either life with religion, or no life. The 
common acknowledgment of God must 
train and fashion our lives." 

Proceeding lo his second point, Dr. 
(iray said that he. took il for granted 
tint students came lo college to pursue 
truth. He showed that man himself was 
not adequate, in which connection be 
quoted the. words of Si. Paul, that man 
docs the evil thai he would not do, but 
docs not accomplish the good that he 
woud do. He said that moral disabil- 
ities such as liar temper, selfishness, en- 
vy, jealousy, and inherent laziness, must 
be faced. ."The power of God can and 
does enter into the lives of men and 
women, and there is deliverance from 
these Ihings if implicit faith is rested in 
Jesus Christ." Dr. Gray asserted that 
all people ilike himself needed the help 
of God to develop and ensure moral len- 
acity and steadfastness of purpose. The 
nroof was lo be found in lhe lives of a 
a-st and wonderful array of persons 
prominent in history, who found God 
and were thus saved from defeat. 

The last aspect from which Dr. Gray 
-poke concerned neither world condi- 
tions, nor moral impotence, but thai 
something which, however successful 
human lives may be, is yet larking. In 
this connection be mentioned three per- 
sons, all totally different, who though 
successful were yet unsatisfied. The 
first was an eminent lilcrury critic who 
told Dr. Gray at the front that lie. wtis 
"fed up" with wordly affairs in spite 
of Ibc fact that he had attained the 
height of his profession : the second, the 
magnificent King Solomon, who with 
his grandeur, palaces, and countless 
slaves, had terucd if all "vanity"; and 
the third, "Babbitt," the standardised 
type of American, and with .little var- 
iation, the average person of to-day. He 
{asked what was wrong with these people. 
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
